The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As stated in 

the Board of Appeals decision mailed 5/20/05 on pages 9-10: 

"A combination of Miller and Rassman... would at best yield a system in which 
users would be delegated tasks or assigned to teams for performing tasks, and in which 
those users could monitor the availability of various resources and coordinate their use. 
In the cited references, the question of whether a given user should perform a given 
transaction is a matter of whether the user has been assigned a task (Miller) or a matter 
of whether appropriate resources are available (Rassman... ). Neither of the references, 
considered alone or in combination, suggests preparing a list of incompatible 
transactions in accordance with predetermined rules governing business conduct, as in 
the present invention... the cited references do not suggest that the comparing and 
generating steps are automated, as in the present invention". 

For the reasons above and for further reasons given in the Board of Appeals 
decision, the application is allowed.
